_ during the process of development of 


His plan and purpose in our lives. I 
want to make three milestones to 
which all must come who would be 
useful to his God and fellowmen. 

The first one is: 

THE TEST OF FAILURE 

To do something worthwhile, to 
accomplish our God-given task and 
leave the world a better place for our 
having lived in it, should be the fixed 
purpose of all who know Him. Adver- 
sity gives us an opportunity to prove 
our mettle and to demonstrate our 
worth. 

“Tis easy enough to be merry 

When the world rolls on with a 
song: 

But the man worth while, is the 
man who can smile 

When everything goes dead 
wrong.” 

When Paul and Silas were cast into 
prison it must have appeared to all 
who knew them as a sad and a dismal 
failure to their most promising careers. 
But these dauntless warriors did not 
accept it as such, they turned their 
prison cell into a praise chamber and 
at midnight instead of sighs and 
moans there burst forth from behind 
those prison walls a song of Gladness, 
a shout of Victory, a psalm of Thanks- 
giving heard by every prisoner in his 
cell and acknowledged from Heaven 
by an earthquake. 
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The Test of Success 


When in the darkest hours and 
hardest tests we learn to sing His 
praises, God will shake the universe 
if need be to show His approval. The 
great Apostle learned the most prec- 
ious secrets of life in a prison cell. 

It was during times of the most 
painful personal experiences that he 
gave us... the best things we have 
from his inspired pen. 

How long and trying must have 
been those prison days. How painful- 
ly cramped and limited his sphere of 
service but he was in the School of 
the Holy Ghost and in those days God 
spoke through His servant the Glories 
and Beauties of the prison epistles. 

What in our eyes may appear to be 
failure and wasted effort may be but 
the planting of seed that will some 
day bud and blossom to the Glory of 
His name. In the days of warfare be- 
tween Scotland and England, before 
the Union Jack waved over that land, 
“Robert the Bruce,” Scotland’s Soldier 
King sought refuge from the enemy 
in a cave. Discouraged by defeat in 
six successive battles, he resolved to 
leave the field, when he caught sight 
of a spider spinning his web across 
a corner of the cave. Six times he es- 
sayed to pin the strand to the other 
side; six times he failed. Once more, 
and. the seventh time he succeeded. 
“The Bruce” took courage again, tried 
once more, as a result Scotland dates 
time from the Battle of Bannockburn. 

If we can look failure full in the 
face, see our best efforts come to 
naught and fall at our feet in ruins; 
if we can look beyond them into the 
unknown future and say “with God’s 
help I'll try again,” then the blood of 
spiritual aristocracy flows through our 
veins and we were born to ultimately 
triumph in the battles of life by the 
Grace of God.

the onslaught of this formidable foe. 
History, Religious and Profane, is dot- 
ted with the tombstones of men who 
showed the world how to fight and 
win in the test of failure but who per- 
ished ignominiously in the test of 
Success. 

In the early days of King Uzziah, 
Israel’s youthful monarch; God won- 
derfully prospered him when he 
sought counsel and guidance at the 
place of prayer. 2 Chron. 26 gives us 
a brief and glowing biography of an 
illustrious career, but verse 16 marks 
a sad and tragic change. “When he 
was strong his heart became lifted up 
to his own destruction,” and Uzziah 


went down to defeat. Ruined by suc- 


cess and wrecked by the praises of 
man. 

King Asa the great reformer, 2 
Chron. 14-16, tore down the idols, re- 
built the waste places and called all 
Israel to renew their covenant with 
God. Strong in faith, valiant in battle, 
his fame soon spread throughout the 
land and men began to sing his prais- 
es. Then a change took place in Asa, 
— he forgot God, made an unholy al- 
liance with the enemies of Israel and 
when rebuked by God’s prophet, be- 
came very angry, then sickened and 
died in the hands and at the mercy 
of man. Success and prosperity sign- 
ed his death warrant and sealed his 
doom. When man scales the mountain 
top of success, reaches the height of 
his career and is lauded by his fel- 
lows, he then becomes the open tar- 
get for all the crack shots of Hell’s 
artillery. 

As Paul neared the close of a great 
and grand career, a life marked with 
success and triumph every mile of the 
way. He wrote for all the world to 
read, his own testimony to his own 
value.

issionary radio stations have tremendously 
O,AA augmented and inspired new missionary 
methods of evangelism. Through this 20th 


Century facility the Word is made to run more swiftly. 
Missionary radio is a marvelous miracle in a day of 
singing with ac- ominous satellites and other world shaking develop- 
ments. The Word of God by radio waves is heralded at 
the speed of light, 186,000 miles per second! 

There are approximately 19,488,000 radios in the 
Far East with more than 1,000,000 of these sets here in 
the Philippines. Oriental custom is to turn the radio up 
full blast so, many times, 25-50 people enjoy the pro- 
grams received through one radio. 

Filipino radio listeners have shown their apprecia- 
tion and confidence by requesting prayer for their sick 
and dedication of songs to their loved ones on special 
days. They have appealed to us many times to come to 
the hospital and even to stand by in prayer during sur- 
gery, etc. A military chaplain requested our entire Hour 
of Power broadcast to be dedicated to the officers and. 
men of his outfit who were regular listeners. College 
students, who have been saved by listening to the radio,

ice for personal counseling in regards to their 
future career. Catholic husbands and wives faced with 
marital difficulties have come seeking advice from the 
Protestant padre they only knew as a radio voice — 

their first time to ever talk to a Protestant minister. 
From this vantage point we see Asia’s millions like 
sheep without a shepherd, hungering and thirsting for 
the realities found in Christ. The more we know about 
missionary radio, the more enthusiastic we become about 

its usefulness to reach the masses with the Gospel. 
Another important ministry God has given us at 
FEBC is the “PM” ministry. “PM” stands for “Portable 
tribute in near-by hospitals and_ villages. Missionary.” From the v beginning of this organiza- 
tion little radios were built, pre-tuned to the Christian 
Station frequencies and distributed to primitive villages. 
Today this PM ministry is carried on by the FEBC Ex- 

tension Dept. which is my responsibility to direct. 
ear ae ae One of my duties in this department is the super- 
vision of 3 fine Filipino radio technicians. These spec- 
Broadcasting Com- ialists build the famous pre-tuned “PM” in the Radio 
Clinic. It is my job to coordinate shop activities and 
purchase parts from several different countries. Upkeep 
dio towers. of equipment in a tropical climate is a constant problem. 
This department not only builds PM’s, but keeps the 
sae in good working condition by constant main- 

nance.

The Extension Department also 
keeps a large supply of Gospel tracts 
stocked in more than a score of lan- 
guages. These tracts are used for free 
distribution through our PM Radio 
Clubs, etc. 


An advance evangelistic strategy is 
planned prayerfully with the members 
of the Extension Department. I have 
two associates, Mr. Isabelo Montejo 
and Miss Lydia Castro, who help in 
the distribution center for the PM’s, 
known as the National PM Club Of- 
fice. The National Office always has 
more applications for PM’s than we 
have radios to loan. Top priority is 
given those applications who promise 
to make their home a radio club in 
the village. When a person borrows 
a radio and signs the official Loan 
Agreement, he is given the title of 
Captain with a special I. D. Card. 
Then a diploma-like certificate is 
given him to hang on the wall of the 
PM Club and a 8-color “Welcome” 
sign to display outside. 

The Club Captain is the Extension 
Department’s KEY to each village. 
From him the National PM Office re- 
ceives monthly reports. When invited 
by him, the Extension Department’s 
entire staff, who also sing and play 
musical instruments and operate the 
Public Address system, participate in 
follow-up rallies and village literature 
distribution. 

Club Captains appeal to the Exten- 
sion Department office constantly to 
come visit their village and meet per- 
sonally our radio audience. When we 
go, they usually kill a pig or chicken 
to celebrate the occasion. Our Speed- 
the-Light station wagon, although not 
as versatile as a Volkswagon mobile 
unit, has served us well in such fol- 
low-up meetings. The field trips have 
provided us with many inspirational 
experiences and enabled us to know 
better how to minister to them 
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through the microphone. 

The pre-tuned radio, we are sure, 
is the most economical way to guaran- 
tee a radio audience. Monthly reports 
last year alone showed more than 25,- 
000 regular listeners to the PM’s, So 
far, the Extension Department has 
organized 385 of these Radio Clubs 
in the Philippines. They are located 
on 21 different islands and in 48 
provinces, extending for nearly 1,000 
miles in a north-south direction. 

The PM radio is a vital link be- 
tween spiritual life and death in Asia. 
I know of no other agency which can 
penetrate so effectively the Philippine 
jungles, abide so persistently through 
tropical rains and sickness, and wit- 
ness so daringly in the face of pagan 
unbelief. It is a “Talking Tract!” It is 
the mighty “mite” of missions. The 
PM has a proven record of potent in- 
fluence. 


Now FEBC has set a goal of 10,000 
radios for 10,000 more villages! A re- 
cent letter from Bro. Thomas Zimmer- 
man, Assistant General Superinten- 
dent of the Assemblies of God, states 
that the C.A.’s through Speed-the- 
Light will sponsor an additional 100 
radios for Assemblies of God workers 
in the Philippines. 

This month we are faced with un- 
paralled opportunities. Pray for our 
personal daily radio broadcasts! Pray 
for the Correspondence School stu- 
dents! Pray for Scripture and the 
“Talking Tract” distribution! Japan is 
also calling, “Come over and help us.” 
Bombard the throne of grace in be- 
half of your Airforce and Infantry 
missionaries! Prayer and more prayer 
is needed! By Christmas this year the 
Extension Department expects to have 
placed 500 of these Electronic Evan- 
gelists in the villages of the Philip- 
pines. Pray for the multitudes who 
are waiting in the Valley of Decision 
for them! *End

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Among the many recent steps of 
progress at Bethany Bible College has 
been the forming of B. B. C. new ad- 
visory board. This new board, per- 
haps, is more significant than just an- 
other step of progress. It is hopefully 
thought that this will be the begin- 
ning of a major awakening to the im- 
mense need of immediate and future 
expansion of college facilities. 

The advisory board has not been 
formed to take the place of the Board 
of Directors. Basically the purpose of 
this board is to analyse the needs of 
the college and from its study offer 
recommendations to the management 
and direction. 

The majority of the members on this 
board are successful at their profes- 
sion of business and have the ability 
to handle financial affairs. At the pres- 
ent time there are twenty-five mem- 
bers on the advisory board. However, 
to give a better representation from 
every section in the district approxi- 
mately ten more names are under con- 
sideration, 


This board, whose members meet 
at their own expense, has thus far 
looked into several major problems. 
(1) The problem of immediate build- 
ing repairs (2) The need for a mas- 
terplan and program of future build- 
ing expansion (8) They are doing re- 
search on a method for a long term 
financing program (4) They are at- 
tempting to set up a method of ap- 
proach that will encourage systematic 
giving to the college (5) They are also 
hoping to activate the present alumni 


association into becoming a more vital 


part of the Bethany Bible College pro- 
gram, 

Walt Thompson, Chairman of the 
Board, states that Pastor Ralph Hille- 
gas of Sunnyvale has extended an in- 
vitation for the Advisory board to 
meet at the fireside room in Sunny- 
vale’s new Assembly at their next 
meeting in March.

THE $33,5000 QUESTION

In a recent issue of Newsweek 
Magazine (Oct. 14, 1957) a question 
was asked concerning the “Ministers’ 
Mite.” A gift of $33,500 was made to 
tind an answer to this question. 

A national survey indicated that 
the average salary of clergymen 
has remained at about the same level 
in spite of “these swelling economic 
and religious times. At the same time, 
the amount of money going into 
church construction continues to 
break records. In September, the fig- 
ure was $81 million, the biggest ever. 
But no one seems to be spending any 
more money on ministers.” 

It is encouraging to note, however, 
that the Rockefeller Brothers Fund 
has made a grant of $33,500 to “find 
out the facts” about ministers’ eco- 
nomic plight. Obviously a good min- 
ister is one who puts the needs of 


others first. He thinks in the terms of 
what he can give or do for others 
more than about what he can get for 
himself. This is the Christ-like Spirit. 

The spirit of the world (worldli- 
ness) is to get all you can for your- 
self while you can get it. Thus labor 
and industry alike can strike or raise 
prices to “get it while they can.” 

No doubt herein lies one of the 
main contributing factors involved in 
this question. Should the minister 
himself make his demands as the 
world does, or should his income be 
a matter of church concern? 

January is usually Annual Business 
Meeting-time for our churches. How 
long has it been since the matter of 
“pastor’s salary” has been reviewed? 
Is his income in keeping with the cost 
of living today? What is your an- 
swer to this $33,500 question? 
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‘... ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them up 
in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.” Ephesians 6:4. 


f ever fathers handed child- 
oF ren a torn-up world, it’s to- 
day! And today’s children 
are angry about it. Two world wars, 
“a police action” in Korea that snuffed 
out 20,000 young American lives, 
scare headlines in each day’s edition, 
a wheel with anywhere from 250 to 
325 horses in front of it and roads 
narrow enough for a “surrey with the 
fringe on top.” The plain, unadulter- 
ated fact is that today's children are 
rioting against today’s conditions. 
This is not a new story — the fail- 
ure of fathers! The Old Testament 
history of Israel presents a classic ex- 
ample. You will find it in the 14th 
chapter of the book of Numbers. 
Here are some striking paragraphs 
from that story: 

“... Tomorrow turn you, and 
get you into the wilderness by the 
way of the Red Sea. 

“Because all those men which 
have seen my glory, and my mir- 
acles, which I did in Egypt and in 
the wilderness, and have tempted 

me now these ten times, and have 
not hearkened to my voice; surely 
they shall not see the land which I 
sware unto their fathers, neither 
shall any of them that provoked me 
SLO ME ce is 

“Your carcases shall fall in this 
wilderness; and all that were num- 
bered of you, according to your 
whole number, FROM TWENTY 
YEARS OLD AND UPWARD ... 
shall not come into the land... 
BUT YOUR LITTLE ONES, 
WHICH YE SAID SHOULD BE 
A PREY, THEM WILL I BRING 
IN, AND THEY SHALL KNOW

“But as for you, your carcases, 
they shall fall in this wilderness.

That's a long time to get sand in 
your shoes and with every step to re- 
member that it was dad’s stubborness 
and unbelief that were to blame. I 
think those forty years produced some 
angry children, don't youP Amid the 
burrs and the snakes, the thirst and 
the constant tramping I think those 
‘teen-agers who had to turn away 
from the verdant valleys of Caanan 
must have felt riot and rebellion in 
their souls. Their lives had been con- 
fiscated. They had been pushed into 
a world not of their own choosing. 
Their parents had handed them a bill 
to pay, a debt that wasn't of their own 
making. FATHERS AND MOTHERS 
FOR THOSE FORTY YEARS OF 
EXILE WERENT WORTHY OF 
THE RESPECT OF THEIR SONS 
AND DAUGHTERS. How would you 
have liked to have been one of those 
‘teen-agers? 

And what about today? Well, mis- 
ter, there’s plenty to make the ‘teen- 
ager angry! There’s enough in the 
modern home to provoke the ’teen- 
ager. When millions of children hard- 
ly know who will be their next daddy 
or mamma from day to day, how can 
you keep from provoking riot in their 
soulsP If parents have a right to walk 
out, to tear up holy vows of matri- 
mony taken before God’s altar, to 
treat as scraps of paper solemn cov- 
enants given to one another, can you 
expect ‘teen-agers to respect rules and 
regulations? When he is told that 
“quitters” and three and four-time 


losers are his parents isn’t it a sort of 
miracle you are asking of him to stick 
to anything very long, to exercise a 
sense of loyalty? He is apt to ask the 
question “Why are Dad and Mother 
out in this wilderness? Who is respon- 
sible for this mess anyway?” 

Neighbor, there’s no doubt about 
it, today’s children are angry about 
their home life. The child is even de- 
prived of home cooking. Today’s baby 
starts out with a formula, grows up 
on a can-opener and graduates to a 
national cake-mix. His finest memo- 
ries of today’s kitchen are memories 
of built-in appliances and the brood- 
ing presence of the deep-freeze. And 
the kitchen used to be the place where 
Mother made cookies a couple of 
times a week, where the odor of 
home-made bread built a memory 
that stayed with you as long as you 
lived, where you could lick the icing 
from the mixing spoon and Mother 
handled her rows of spices and sea- 
sonings like a master organist the 
stops on the console of his instrument. 
To paraphrase a line of today’s song- 
hit, “memories are made of things 
like these.” 

Today’s children hardly know their 
parents. A doctor and nurse bring 
them into the world. A _ baby-sitter 
tutors them and tucks them in, and 
some youth organization teaches them 
the facts of life. NO WONDER 
YOUTH IS IN REVOLT! How much 
farther can they be provoked? Will 
we wait until it is too late? 

King David did in Old Testament 
times. His sob, “. .. O my son Ab- 
salom, my son, my son Absalom! 
would to God I had died for thee, O 
Absalom, my son, my son!” — could- 
nt bring a dead boy back to life. Re- 
grets are poor companions. David's 
own sin killed that boy. Dad grew 
lazy and lusty in middle age. He be- 
came too busy with his love affairs 
to take care of his business properly. 
He sat in someone’s boudoir when he 
should have sat in the gate of the city 
and dispensed justice. and wisdom. 
His boys grew up and hardly knew 
their dad. They became a pack of 
hoodlums, raping and killing, : carry- 
ing knives and running in gangs. They 
never knew what home-life was. 
David was a big success in the roto- 
gravure section but he was a washout

I want my people to know Him who is our Master and our 
true Great Spirit Father.

The published material about Indians is often either senti- 
mentally unrealistic or brutally untrue. Indians were and are 
neither ignorant and bloodthirsty savages, nor misunderstood 
heroes. Indians are human beings like ourselves, living interest- 
ing normal lives in accordance with customs and beliefs which 
are ancient in origin — but greatly modified by several hundred 
years of contact with white people. 

Because there is no standard or universally accepted defi- 
nition of the term “Indian” in United States law or usage, esti- 
mates of the total Indian population of the country will vary in 
accordance with the definition being used. Since the earliest 
colonial admixture of the white and Indian races, the population 
has included “mixed blood” — people who might be considered 
either Indian or non-Indian depending upon the point of view. 

Though no completely accurate computation is possible, 
: ae the Bureau of Indian Affairs believes that the total number of

vides specified reservations for the Indians the government does 
not make provision for salaried income or monthly pensions. A 
greatly misconceived idea has been that there was no need to 
give money to the Indian ministry because the U.S. Government 
supplied all their needs. This is not true. In fact, according to 
George Effman, President of our District American Indian Fel- 
lowship, poverty is one of the major oppositions in attempting 
to build an indigenous church among the Indians. Support must 
come from outside sources. Several of our churches on various 
occasions take special offerings for the Indians. Others write 
the Indian ministry into their church budget which is a vital 
help and gratefully appreciated by the Indian ministers. How- 
ever, this is not enough; they need even more co-operating 
churches, Though we have a relatively well organized Indian 
program in our district and though we have 350 in our nine In- 
dian Sunday Schools, it is only a beginning. 

Along with poverty the problem of superstition and tradi- 
tion continues to be an ever holding force in our hopeful quest 
of reaching the 45,000 Indians in our district with the gospel. 
There is yet much work to be done but we must not overlook 
the fact that a great deal has been accomplished. 

It would be impossible to give ample coverage to all Indian 
churches. However, you will be interested to know that the Mt. 
Sierra Indian Assembly in Alpine County, Calif., near Gardner- 
ville, Nevada is not only the only Assembly of God in that county 
but the only organized church of any denomination in Alpine 
County.

A. The Scripture reads, “And Cain 
went out from the presence of the 
Lord, and dwelt in the land of Nod, 
on the east of Eden.” Gen. 4:16. Con- 
jecture is useless here. Some have 
held that China or’ India may have 
been the sight of the wanderings of 
Cain after he slew his brother Abel; 
such ideas are without foundation in 
fact. The place was evidently at some 
distance removed, but just exactly 
where is unknown. The word “Nod” 
means wandering. 


Q. “What things are left to come to pass 
before Jesus comes?” 

A. It is our understanding that there 
is no prophecy that must be fulfilled 
before Jesus Christ can return. We 
believe that when the church, the 
body of Christ is complete, our Lord 
will come. It could be today. 


. “How much greater will man’s sin 
have to be, being so tremendous now, to 
have God say, — “It is enough?” 

A. It is not for us to use guess work 
here. We do not know. We do know 
that God is a God of infinite patience 
and with Him a thousand years is as 
a day. That there will come a time 
when in the infinite counsels of God 
sin has reached its zenith and the cup 
of iniquity is full to the brim, the 
Word of God plainly declares. Then 
God will say, “It is enough” and judg- 
ment will fall. 

Q. “How may a person get a better 
understanding of the Word of God? 

A. Doubtless we would understand 
it better if we read it more. In count- 
less instances the Word of God be- 
comes its own best interpreter. Hit 
and miss reading is not recommended 
though one never reads any portion of 
the Word without receiving some ben- 
efit from it. Rather, we would sug- 
gest that it book-wise, for in reality 
it is a library of sixty-six books. Treat 
each book with the respect you would 
give any other book, viz., start at the 
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first chapter and read on to the end. 
Only in that way can one comprehend 
the total meaning and the divine in- 
tention of the book. This saves one 
from a smattering knowledge of this 
and that here and there. 

The “things which God hath prepar- 
ed for them that love him” are re- 
revealed to the believer in the Word 
of God. Paul declares, “God hath re- 
vealed them unto us by his Spirit.” 
The believer has every right to pray 
for, and to expect that, when he opens 
the pages of the written Word, the 
Great Teacher, the blessed Holy 
Spirit, whose work it is to lead us into 
“all truth,” will be at his side to ill- 
uminate and make plain the written 
revelation of God to his heart. 

Q. “Is it possible to speak in tongues 
and feel that you have not received the 
Baptism?” 

A. Yes, if you are living by your feel- 
ings, it is. We must be aware of the 
fact that it is the work of Satan to 
sow doubt in the believer’s heart. He 
often uses the believer’s feelings or

Young people aren’t happy under 
this present-day system of “passing- 
the-buck” attitude among parents.

The idea of a family pew is a thing 
of the past. Dad no longer has his 
family sit with him in church. From 
infancy the child is segregated in the 
house of God.

So he 
makes the round of fringe auditor- 
iums until he is old enough to get 
away from it all. The old idea that 
Dad and Mother were responsible to- 
ward their children, to sit with them 
in church and to see that they heard 
the gospel and felt the gospel, that 
they should be first to lead their 
children to the altar and kneel beside 
them and pray with them, is an out- 
moded idea. Mother and Dad must 
be free from such encumbrances in 
church. Youngsters must be turned 
over to specialists from nurseries to 
church gymnasiums, Fathers, you are 
provoking your children to wrath! 
Why have parents? You don’t see 
them anyway! Mother is never there 
to help you with your homework and 
lessons after school. She is too busy 
with her favorite television program 
or her club activities, so daughter is 
sent over to her girl friend’s and in- 
stead they meet the gang down at the 
corner drugstore. And we ask, “why 
delinquency?” 

Parent, don’t you think it’s time for 
you to come to the altar? Isn't it time 
for you to seek God’s help? Isn’t it 
time for you to ask, “What have I 
done to my children?” Ask yourself, 
“Would I want to live in the kind of 
home and atmosphere that I am pro- 
viding for my children?” It’s time for 
parents to do some thinking and some 
praying, and there’s no- better time 
than the present. Face your own soul 
and your God now! Ask for pardon 
for your sins and help for the future.
